I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Maesteg  Urban  District  for  1963.  I 
wish  again  to  thank  the  following  for  their  help  in  giving  information 
contained  therein 

Dr.  W.  E.  Thomas,  County  Medical  Officer;  Dr.  Kathleen  Davies, 
Divisional  Medical  Officer;  Mr.  John  G.  Lloyd,  Engineer  & Manager, 
Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Board;  Mr.  J.  R.  Llewellyn,  Hospital  Secretary, 
Maesteg;  The  Chief  Officers  of  the  Council  and  Members  of  their 
Staffs,  and,  finally,  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department,  all  of 
whom  have  contributed  to  this  report. 

I would  also  like  to  thank  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department 
for  their  support  during  the  year.  The  routine  work  of  the  department 
has  been  carried  on  conscientiously,  although  the  department  is  some- 
what understaffed,  without  two  qualified  Public  Health  Inspectors. 

The  work  has  been  made  more  demanding  as  a result  of  the  Meat  Inspection 
Regulations,  1963,  which  are  discussed  further  in  the  report,  and  more 
work  is  foreseen  in  the  future  following  the  implementation  of  the 
Shops,  Offices  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963. 

I regret  to  record  the  death  in  office  of  Councillor  Stanley  Lewis, 
J.P.,  which  was  a great  loss  to  the  Council  and  the  town.  He  was 
Chairman  of  the  Council  during  the  second  half  of  1963* 

If  one  compares  the  statistics  in  the  report  with  those  of  the 
previous  year  one  sees  that  there  are  no  great  changes,  because  the 
numbers  involved  are  fairly  small.  On  the  whole  the  death  rates, 
especially  for  infants,  have  increased  somewhat,  but  these  figures 
are  not  greatly  out  of  line  with  those  for  the  country  as  a whole. 

The  total  deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  increased  together  with 
new  notifications,  but  the  number  of  people  on  the  Tuberculosis  Register 
was  again  reduced.  Lung  Cancer  deaths  were  reduced  a little,  but 
again,  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  this  largely  avoidable  disease 
caused  more  deaths  than  the  acute  fevers,  which  are  traditionally 


thought  to  have  high  dea.th  rates.  The  incidence  of  infections 
was  up,  and  1963  wa3  a measles  year  with  337  cases,  hut  there  were 
no  cases  of  dysentry  or  food  poisoning  notified.  Although  the 
exceptionally  severe  winter  weather  of  1963  disrupted  many  services, 
no  effect  was  apparent  on  the  health  of  the  people. 

Although  no  houses  were  built  by  the  Council  the  work  of 
improving  old  houses  continued  and  66  improvement  grants  were  approved. 
The  Glamorgan  County  Council  opened  two  new  important  buildings  in 
the  town  during  the  year.  The  first  was  the  extremely  well  equipped 
purpose  build  Old  Peoples  Home  with  accommodation  for  35 » and  the 
second  was  the  well  designed  Clinic  at  Caerau,  which  replaced  rented 
premises  in  churches  at  Caerau  and  Nantyffyllon.  This  building  has 
improved  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  services  in  the  area  to  a 
great  extent,  and  attendances  have  increased  even  though  mothers  and 
children  from  Nantyffyllon  have  further  to  travel  to  get  to  it.  It 
will  be  seen  in  the  report  that  a new  Chiropody  Service  has  also  been 
inaugurated  by  the  County. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  members  of  the  Council,  and  the  officers 
and  staff  of  the  various  departments  of  the  council,  for  their  help 
and  co-operation  during  the  year  under  review.

No  special  provision  is  made  by  the  Council  for  the  treatment 
of  Tuberculosis.  This  is  left  to  the  medical  practitioner  in 
attendance,  who,  either  directly  or  through  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  obtains  the  assistance  of  the  Welsh  Regional  Hospital  Board. 
No  action  was  taken  by  the  Council  for  the  removal  of  patients 
under  Section  172,  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  during  the  year  1963. 
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HEALTH  SERVICES 


The  following  health  services  are  the  responsibility  of 
the  Glamorgan  County  Council  : - 

1.  Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children. 

2.  Domiciliary  Midwifery. 

3.  Health  Visitors. 

4.  Vaccination  and  Immunisation. 

5*  Home  Nursing. 

6.  Ambulance  Services. 

7.  Prevention  of  Illness;  Care  and  After-Care. 

8.  Domestic  Help  Service. 

9.  Duties  connected  with  Mental  Health. 

10.  Provision  of  Health  Centres. 


These  services  are  administered  through  the  Divisional  Office, 
County  Council  Offices,  Quarella  Road,  Bridgend,  with  the  exception 
of  Mental  Health  and  the  County  Ambulance  Service. 

The  hospitals  of  Mid-Glamorgan  are  administered  by  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board  through  the  Mid-Glamorgan  Hospital  Management 
Committee  in  Neath. 

(1)  SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICES 

The  medical  inspection  of  school-children  and  the  holding  of 
ophthalmic,  dental,  orthopaedic  and  speech  therapy  clinics,  etc., 
is  done  by  the  County  Council.  The  various  age  groups  are  examined 
periodically  and  from  the  school  inspections  referred  to  the  various 
clinics  if  so  required. 

(2)  TUBERCULOSIS 

Institutions  are  maintained  by  the  Welsh  Regional  Hospital 
Board  for  the  treatment  of  persons  suffering  from  Tuberculosis.  A 
clinic  is  held  in  the  Maternal  & Child  Welfare  Centre,  Church  Street, 
Maes teg,  on  Wednesday  and  Friday  mornings  of  each  week.

Officers  of  the  National  Assistance  Board,  stationed  locally, 
have  an  office  at  the  Ministry  of  Labour  and  National  Service, 
Employment  Exchange,  Castle  Street,  Maes teg.

VACCINATION  & IMMUNISATION 


Vaccination  and  immunisation  of  children  against  Whooping 
Cough,  Diphtheria,  Tetanus,  Smallpox  and  Poliomyelitis  is  carried 
out  by  the  County  Council,  and  for  further  particulars  enquiries 
should  be  made  at  the  nearest  clinic.  These  procedures  are  also 
carried  out  by  general  practitioners.  B.C.G.  Vaccination  against 
Tuberculosis  is  done  at  school  for  some  children  at  about  15  years 
of  age.  A stock  of  request  cards  is  kept  at  the  Health  Department 
for  issue  to  members  of  the  public  who  require  themselves,  or  any 
member  or  members  of  their  family,  vaccinated  against  Poliomyelitis, 
provided  they  are  not  over  40  years.  The  latter  may  apply  to  their 
family  doctor  for  vaccination.  Any  requests  received  from  a person 
under  the  age  of  21  years,  must  be  accompanied  by  the  authorisation 
signature  of  the  parent  or  guardian.  The  card  is  then  forwarded  to 
the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  at  Bridgend,  who  arranges  an  appointment 
at  the  Maternal  & Child  Welfare  Clinic,  Church  Street,  Maesteg. 

(5)  AMBULANCES 


The  ambulance  services  are  under  the  direction  of  the  County 
Council.  ALL  CALLS  for  the  service  are  dealt  with  via  the  main 
station  at  Aberkenfig  (TELEPHONE  NO.  ABERKENFIG  505  (CODE  DIALLING 
NO.  972)),  while  sub-stations  are  established  in  Maesteg  and  Caerau, 
Requests  for  ambulances  not  required  until  the  next  day  are  met  by 
means  of  a certificate  signed  by  a doctor,  nurse  or  midwife  and  handed  in 
at  the  local  ambulance  station  not  later  than  8 p.m. , on  the  previous 
day.  In  emergencies,  or  when  ambulances  are  required  on  the  same  day, 
requests  are  made  by  telephone  to  Aberkenfig  and  the  certificate  handed 
to  the  ambulance  driver  when  conveying  the  patient.  The  conveyance  of 
maternity  cases  is  arranged  in  the  same  manner.  Where  accidents  or 
other  emergencies  occur  adjacent  to  an  ambulance  sub-station,  drivers 
have  been  instructed  to  deal  with  the  situation  themselves  and  inform 
the  ambulance  control  station  of  the  action  they  are  taking.

CO-OPERATION  OP  VOLUNTARY 
BODIES 


The  Inspector  of  the  local  branch  of  the  National  Society 
for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children  maintains  close 
co-operation  with  the  Health  Department.  A number  of  cases  of 
neglected,  or  ill-treated  children,  is  investigated  by  the 
Inspector  each  year,  sometimes  at  the  request  of  the  Department. 


CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


Premises  where  cases  of  infectious  disease  occur  are 
visited  where  this  is  thought  essential.  The  taking  of  swabs  and 
immunisation  of  all  contacts,  where  applicable,  is  undertaken  by 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  If  removal  to  hospital  is 
necessary,  rooms  are  disinfected  by  the  Department  at  the  patient's 
home.  When  the  patient  is  isolated  at  home,  this  is  done  on  ' 
termination  of  the  illness.  Infected  clothing,  bedding,  etc.,  are 
sometimes  removed  on  request  and  dealt  with  by  steam-disinfection 
at  the  Maes teg  Isolation  Hospital.

TRAVELLERS  ABROAD 
CERTIFICATES  OF  VACCINATION 


In  accordance  with  the  Regulations,  some  of  these  certificates 
are  required  to  he  stamped  with  an  approved  stamp  at  the  Health 
Department  in  the  district  where  the  vaccination  was  performed. 

It  therefore  does  not  necessarily  take  place  in  the  district  where 
the  traveller  is  a resident.  Most  certificates  dealt  with  at 
the  Department  are  for  vaccination  against  smallpox  and  cholera. 
Certificates  of  vaccination  against  such  diseases  as  Yellow  Fever 
are  dealt  with  at  the  actual  centre  where  the  vaccination  is  performed. 

The  essential  part  of  the  certification  is  recognition  of  the 
signature  shown  as  being  that  of  a local  practitioner  performing  the 
vaccination.  Particular  attention  is  also  paid  to  the  method  of 
dating  to  avoid  any  unnecessary  delay  in  travellers  being  allowed  to 
land  ' at  the  other  end  * . 

These  certificates  are  not  to  be  obtained  by  travellers  at 
the  Health  Department  and  it  is  not  the  responsibility  of  either 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  or  the  Local  Authority  to  provide  them. 

A small  stock  is  kept  at  the  Department  for  emergency  use  only,  as 
travel  agencies  usually  supply  them,  also  employers  who  are  engaging 
people  for  work  abroad.  The  traveller  himself,  can  obtain  them  from 
the  Ministry  of  Health  direct  if  unable  to  get  them  elsewhere.

Posters  have  also 
been  displayed  on  the  connection  betwe  ;n  smoking  and  cancer  of  the 
lung.  Throughout  the  year,  from  time  to  time,  various  posters  are 
distributed  to  restaurants  and  cafes  in  the  area,  calling  attention 
to  the  safeguards  necessary  in  order  to  avoid  food  poisoning.

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SWIMMING  POOLS 


The  two  swimming  pools  in  the  district  are  at  Maesteg  and 
Garth.  The  source  of  the  water  is  the  Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Board 
at  Maesteg  and  the  'Cerdin1  part  ox  the  river  at  Garth.  The 
water  is  drained  annually  before  the  season  commences.  Treatment 
is  by  pressure  filtration  and  chlorination.  Water  turn-over  takes 
6 hours. 


Maesteg  pool  is  45  yards  x 15  yards  with  a maximum  depth  of 
8 * 6,?  and  its  capacity  is  175>000  gallons.  During  the  year, 

54*555  members  of  the  general  public  used  the  pool,  and  5*179 
school-children,  in  addition.  Garth  pool  is  50  yards  x 12  yards 
with  a maximum  depth  of  6>  and  its  capacity  is  86,000  gallons. 

During  the  year,  11,894  members  of  the  general  public  used  the  pool, 
and  5*079  school-children,  in  addition  (for  both  pools,  the  latter 
figure  refers  to  school  classes).  Both  pools  have  a life-belt 
and  emergency  pole.  The  environs  of  the  Garth  pool  are  inadequate 
in  area.  Both  pools  have  foot  baths  and  cubicles  are  provided  for 
changing.  At  Maesteg,  clothing,  etc.,  is  kept  in  baskets  and  these 
are  sprayed  periodically  with  an  insecticide. 

Water  samples  from  both  pools  were  examined  by  the  Health 
Department  for  pH  value  and  chlorine  content.  The  general  results 
of  sampling  from  the  swimming  pools  were  more  satisfactory  than  in 
previous  years.

During  the  year,  22  samples  of  heat-treated,  pasteurised 
and  tuberculin  tested  milk,  were  submitted  to  the  laboratory  for 
bacteriological  examination.  All  samples  were  satisfactory. 

1 sample  of  ungraded  milk  was  submitted  for  examination  and 
was  satisfactory. 

1 sample  of  milk  was  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination 
and  was  found  to  be  free  from  Tubercle  Bacilli. 


SLAUGHTERHOUSE 


During  the  year  the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations  1963 > came 
into  force  which  required  100^  inspection  of  meat.  This  is  only 
carried  out  by  means  of  work  after  hours  and  during  weekends, 
because  the  Local  Authority  has  no  power  to  regulate  the  hours  of 
slaughtering.  Owing  to  the  small  staff  of  the  Department, 
difficulties  are  sometimes  experienced,  and  arrangements  have  been 
made  with  the  local  veterinary  surgeon  to  carry  out  inspection  of 
meat  when  it  is  impossible  for  the  staff  to  do  it.

5 shop  premises  were  registered  during  the  year  for  the 
sale  of  ince-cream.  Samples  of  ice-cream  submitted  to  the 
laboratory  for  bacteriological  examination  and  chemical  analysis 
were  found  to  be  satisfactory.

REFUSE  DISPOSAL 


With  the  exception  of  outlying  farms  and  cottages,  refuse 
is  collected  daily  throughout  the  area.  From  time  to  time,  leaflets 
warning  occupiers  of  possible  prosecution  are  distributed  to 
houses  and  Streets' where  refuse  is  known  to  have  been  dumped  in 
river  banks,  lanes,  rivers  and  pools  etc;  a record  of  these  leaflets 
is  kept  at  the  Health  Department.
